We are in receipt of an open 
letter from Hon. John G. Winn 

relative to the improvement of 
Maysville street, now under con- 
sideration by the Mayor and City 
Council. As he is a large prop 
erty owner and resDected citizen, 
we ask that his suggestions be 
given careful consideration. His 
letter is as follows: 
Editors of the Advocate: — 

The news items appearing in 
your contemporaries last week 
concerning the action of the City 
Council with reference to Mays- 
ville street is calculated to create 
a wrong impression on those who 
read it. No citizen residing on 
Maysville street petitioned the 
Council on that occasion to put 
down paving of any kind, or to 
construct or reconstruct the street 
in any manper. 

Many of them, including my- 
self, think the vitrified brick pav- 
ing unsuitable and undesirable for 
a residence street, and they think 
the Council should investigate and 
consider all the modern methods 
of street construction before 
choosing any. But they do not 
want them to "improve" the 
street in any way at the exclusive 
cost of the citizens who own lots 
bordering on it. This is proven 
by the overwhelming written 
protest against such action, which 
I have presented to the Council 
heretofore and which is now on 
file among its records. 

What the citizens residing on 
that street do want is a good mac- 
adam street, sueh as met our needs 
so well for a great many years. 
If there are improved ways of 
building the turnpike road, some 
of them ought to be used. We 
are entitled to this at the public 
expense. The maintenance of 
streets is one of the principal 
items for which we are all heavily 



on Maysville street are entitled to 
have their street made passable at 
the expense of the city. 

The large cost of building this 
expensive brick street is extremely 
burdensome to any owner of resi- 
dence property aud there are some 
residing on Maysville street to 
whom the assessment will almost 
amount to confiscation. The ar- 
guments that may seem to justify 
such an assessment against business 
property are not at all applicable 
to its imposition on residence lots. 

We have brick streets in the 
Central business portion of out 
city. 1 have borne without protest 
my share 'of the burden of those. 
But these streets that are outside 
the business center surely can be 
built and maintained on a less ex- 
pensive plan. 

No man in the conduct of his 
own business would incur such a 
heavy expense when n much 
smaller outlay could be made to 
serve the same purpose. Why 
should the public business be con- 
ducted differently? 

If Maysville street cannot be 
put into good condition as a mod- 
ern macadam roadway without 
greater expense than the City 
Treasury ought to meet, I am 
sure that liberal contributions 
would be made by the residents 
toward sharing the cost with the 
city. I would cheerfully help. 
Let us have a good road at reason- 
able cost and not go to extraordi- 
nary expense beyond the ability 
of our citizens to bear. Thos« 
whom we elect to serve us ought 
to protect us along this line. 

I shall be obliged if you will 
make this public through your 
columns.

especially in Winchester and 
Maysville, where the same state of 
affairs exist. After discussing 
at great length the points involv- 
ed the Court sums up its opinion 
follows: 

"Upon the whole case our con- 
clusion is that in the absence of 
express authority by the statute, 
one public agency of the State 
cannot impose burdens in the way 
of indebtedness upon another pub- 
lic agency of the State without its 
consent and therefore the judg- 
ment of the lower Court is affirm- 
ed." 

This was the contention of Judge 
McCormick and the majority of 
the Fiscal Court, from the begin- 
ning. 

The case has been handled from 
the start for the city by Attorneys 
W. B. White and W. C. Hamilton 
and for the county, by County 
Attorney Earl W. Seuff. 

The amount involved is approxi- 
mately $4,000.00 under both con 
tracts and while it is conteuded by 
some that the contractors will lose, 
it is our belief that the city will 
ultimately be made to pay the con- 
tractors for their work.

Ion of Coal Belna Sent 

Oat of Missoula by Parcel Post. 

What is, perhaps, the most uni- 
que parcel post package in the 
country was handled by the Mis- 
soula postoffice last week. It con- 
sisted of an eight-pound chunk of 
coal, the iirst of a shipment of a 
ton of coal that is being sent by 
the Perry C/oal Company, of this 
citv, to II. Hickman, the proprie- 
tor of the Success Restaurant in 
Butte, the smallest eating house in 
the world. 

Hickman's restaurant is a hole 
in the wall, measuring rive by ten 
feet. Until he came to Missoula 
18 months aao, J. M. Swanjfo. the 
manager of the Perry Coal Com- 
pany, handled coal in Butte. One 
of his customers was Restaurateur 
Hickman. 

A few days atro Swango receiv- 
ed a letter from Hickman in which 
he ordered a ton of coal by parcel 
post. "I, haven't had good coal 
since you left Butte,"' wrote Hick- 
man. "Send mc a ton by parcel 
post. Remember that my coal bin 
is no larger than a coal bucket." 

Hickman may have been jok«ng. 
Manager Swango, however, is tak- 
ing his order seriously. This is 
evidenced by the first installment 
of an eight-pound shipment of coal 
which he made last week. He 
expects to keep on sending it each 
Saturday. Manager Swango en- 
closed a bill for two cents. The 
postage on the coal was 32 cents. 
If the entire ton is sent bv parcel 
post it will cost Hickman about 
$80.— Missoula Sentinel.

Wilson Inaugural Address 
has Ring of Real Progress 



New Jersey Man's Idea of Square Deaf for Everybody is 
Brought Out in Brief But Pointed Speech 
to Great throng. 



Wasiitn.. i..n. Malt!) I — The inaugural iMWIll WoodrowWil- 
1. 'JTtli President of the United Slates, delivered to the great throng 
which witnessed tlio installation of the second Democratic President 
since the Civil War, rings with the New Jersey man's ioeaof thes<|uare 
deal and of real piOgriM. Mr. Wilson said: 

"Tliere has been I rhnnge of government. It began two years 
ago, when the EfOBM of K'epreseni n lives became Democratic by a de- 
cisive majority. It has now been completed. The Senate about to 
assemble will also be Democratic. The offices of President and Vice 
President have been put into the hands of Democrats. What does the 
change mean? That is the question that is uppermost in our minds 
today. That is the question I am going to try to answei in order, if 
I may, to interpret the occasion. 

"It means much more tlian the mere success of a partv. The 
success of a party means little except when the Nation is using that 
party for a large and detinite purpose. No one can mistake the pur- 
pose for which the Nation now seeks to use the Democratic party. It 
seeks to use it to interpret a change in its own plans and point of view. 
Some old things with wiiich we had grown familiar, and which had 
begun to creep into the very habit of our thought and of our lives, 
have altered their Mpect M we have latterly looked critically upon 
them, w ith fresh, awakened eyes; have dropped their disguises and 
shown themselves alien and sinister. Some new things, as we look 
frankly upon them, willing to comprehend their real character, have 
come to assume the aspect of things long believed in and familiar, stuff 
of our own convictions. We have been refreshed by a new insight 
into our own life. 

' We see that in many things life is very great. It is incompar 
ably great in its material aspects, in its body of wealth, i:i the diversity 
and sweep of its energy, in the industries which have been conceived 
and built up by the genius of individual men and the limitless enter- 
prise of groups of men. It is great, also, very great, in its moral force, 
Nowhere else in the world have noble men and women exhibited in 
more striking forms the beauty and the energy of sympathy and help- 
fulness and counsel in their efforts to rectify wrong, alieviate suffering 
and set the weak in the way of strength and hope. We have built up, 
moreover, a great system of government, which has stood through a 
long age as in many respects a model for those who seek to set liberty 
upon foundations that will endure against fortuitous change, against 
storm and accident. Our life contains every great thing and contains 
it in rich abundance. 

EVIL HAS COME WITH GOOD. 

"But the evil has come with the good, and much line gold has been 
corroded. With riches has come inexcusable waste. We have squan- 
dered a great part of what we might have used, and have not stopped 
to conserve the exceeding bounty of nature, without which our genius 
for enterprise would havo been worthless and impotent, scorning to be 
careful, shamefully prodigal as well as admirably efficient. We have 
been proud of our industrial achievements, but we have not hitherto 
stopped thoughtfully enough to count the human cost, the cost of lives 
snuffed out, of energies overtaxed and broken, the fearful physical and 
spiritual cost to the men and women and children upon whom the dead 
weight and burden of it all has fallen pitilessly the years through. The 
irroans and agonv of it all had not yet reached our ears, the solemn, 
moving undertone of our life, coming out of the mines and factories 
and out of every home where the struggle had its intimate and familiar 
seat. With the great government went many deep secret things which 
we too long delayed to look into and scrutinize with candid, fearless 
eyes. The great government we loved has too often been made use of 
for private and seltish purposes, and those who used it had forgotten 
the people. 

"At last a vision has been vouchsafed us of our life as a whole. 
We see the bad with the good, the debased and decadent with the 
sound and vital. With this vision we approach new affairs. Our 
duty is to cleanse, to reconsider, to restore, to correct the evil without 
impairing the good, to purify and humanize every process of our com 
mon life without weakening or sentimentalizing it. There has been 
something crude and heartless and unfeeling in our haste to succeed 
and be great. < )ur thought has been 'Let every man look out for him- 
self, let every generation look out for itself,' while we reared giant

machinery which made it impossible that any but those who stood at 
the levers of control should have a chance to look out for themselves. 
We had not forgotten our morals. We remembered well enough that 
we had set up a policy which was meant to serve the humblest as well 
as the most powerful, with an eve single to the standards of justice 
and fair play, and remembered it with pride. But we were very heed- 
less and in a hurry to be great. 

SOBER SECOND THOUGHT NOW. 

"We have come now to the sober second thought. The scales of 
heedlessness have fallen from our eyes. We have made up our minds 
to square every process of our national life again with the standards 
we so proudly set up at the beginning and have always carried at our 
hearts. Our work is a work of restoration. 

"We have itemized with some degree of particularity the things 
that ought to be altered and here are some of the chief items: A tariff 
which cuts us off from our proper part in the commerce of the world, 
violates the just principles of taxation, and makes the Government a 
facile instrument in the hands of private interests; a banking and 
currency system based upon the necessity of the Government to sell 
its bonds fifty years ago and perfectly adapted to concentrating cash 
and restricting credits; an industrial system which, take it on all its 
sides, tiuancial as well as administrative, holds capital in leading strings, 
restricts the liberties of labor and limits the opportunities of labor, and 
exploits without renewing or conserving the natural resources of the 
country; a body of agricultural activities never yet given the efficiency 
of great business undertakings or served as it should be through the 
insli •uiniMitalit.v of science taken direct to the farm, or afforded the fa- 
cilities of credit best suited to its practical needs; wuter courses unde- 
veloped, waste places unreclaimed, forests untended, fast disappearing 
without plan or prospect of renewal, unregarded waste heaps at every 
mine. We have studied as perhaps no other nation has »he most 
cffc< live moans of production, but we have not studied cott or economy 
as we should either as organizers of industry, as statesmen, or as indi- 
viduals. 

"Nor nave we studied and perfected the means by which govern- 
ment may be put at the service of humanity, in safeguarding the health 
of the Nation, the health of its men und its women and its children,' as 
well as their rights in the struggle for existence. This is no sentimen 
til duty. The lit in basis of government is justice, not pity. These 
are matters of justice. There can be no equity of opportunity, the 
first essential in the bod.v politic, if men and women and children be 
not shielded in their lives, their very vitality, from the consequences of 
great industrial and social processes which they can not alter, control, 
or singly cope with. Society must see to it that it does not itself crush 
or weaken or damage its own constituent parts. The lirst duty of law 
is lo keep sound the society it serves. Sanitary laws, pure food laws, 
and laws deteruiii.ing conditions of labor which individuals are power- 
less to determine for themselves are intimate parts of the very busi- 
ness of justice and legal efficiency. 

H 'ME THINGS WE OUGHT TO DO. 
"These are some of the things we ought to do, and uot leave the 
others undone, the old-fashioned, never-to-be-ueglected, fundamental 
safeguarding of property and of individual right. This is the high 
enterprise of the new day: to lift everything that concerns our life a. 
to the light that shines from the hearthlire of every man's con- 



science and vision of the right. It is inconceivable that we should do 
this as partisans; it is inconceivable we should do it in ignorance of 
the facts as they are or in blind haste. We shall restore, not destroy. 
We shall deal with our economic system as it is and as it may be mod- 
ified, not as it might be if we had a clean sheet of paper to write upon; 
and step by step we shall make it what it should be, in the spirit of 
those who question their own wisdom and seek counsel and knowledge, 
not shallow satisfaction or the excitement of excursions whither they 
cannot tell. Justice, and only justice, shall always be our motto. 

"And yet it will be no cool process of mere science. The nation 
has been deeply stirred, stirred by a solemn passion, stirred by the 
knowledge of wrong, of ideals lost, of government too often debauched 
and made an instrument of evil. The feelings with which we face 
this new age and opportunity sweep across our heart-strings like some 
air out of God's own presence, where justice and mercv are reconciled 
and the judge and the brother are one. We know our task to be no 
mere task ot politics, but a task which shall search us through and 
through, whether we be able to understand our time and the need of 
our people, whether we be indeed their spokesmen and interpreters, 
whether we have the pure heart to comprehend and the rectified will 
to choose our high course of action. 

"This is not a day of triumph: it is a day of dedication. Here 
muster, not the forces of party, but the forces of humanity. Men's 
hearts wait upon us: BMo'l UrM Ung in the balance; men's hopes call 
upon us to say what we will do: Who shall live up to the great trust? 
Who dares fail to try I I MaM all honest men, all patriotic, all 
forward-looking men, Vj my I fc God helping me, 1 will uot fail 
them, if they will out oomuvA vA sustain me!"
